Hoban and Henry Hutton both 
read from the preliminary re­

Zoning board of appeals holds

The adjourned session of the Arlington Heights Zoning 
Board of Appeals public hearing held April 23 was continued 
Tuesday night and concluded with the board taking undei 
advisement the matter of whether or not to rezone a t>9 acre 
tract of land, recently annexed to the village, from residen­ 
tial to business. 
The land in question lies 
immediately east and south of 
the village’s sewage treat­ 
ment plant, is bounded on the 
north by Chicago and North 
Western R a i l r o a d , on the 
south by Central rd., and on the 
east by a subdivision that is with­ 
in the corporate limits of village 
of Mbunt Prospect. The latter is 
separated from the above tract by 
a 107-foot strip of land approxi­ 
mately three blocks long, running 
north and south along the pro­ 
perty. The proposed Tri-State 
highway is scheduled to run along 
the western boundary of the 
tract.

About your health 
Many people have trouble with their ears and hearing, 
but for some reason or other do nothing about i t Since hear­ 
ing loss usually develops very gradually without pain, with 
no running of the ears in most instances, a person finds it 
hard to believe that his ears are going bad and is inclined to 
blame the change in hearing on something or someone else. 
Actually the ear is made up 


Have you ever bought a new 
reading, sewing or study lamp 
only to get it home and find 
you can’t see much more with 
the new one than you could 
with the old? 
Unless you’ve 
checked 
the 
“heart of the lamp”—the equip­ 
ment under the shade—you can 
never be sure that it is designed 
for good lighting as well as good 
looks until you have tried it out. 
Sketched above are three ar­ 
rangements that are guaranteed 
to give you more than 50 units 
of light on your work. 
Notice how the certified lamp 
at the left also has a circular 
fluorescent (32 watts) for added 
amounts of light. 
Circline fluorescent lamps may

shown in the center 
drawing 
and with lamps using the white 
indirect light which requires no 
diffusing bowl. 
When choosing either floor or 
table lamps for sewing, make 
sure that for best lighting they 
have one of the equipment ar­ 
rangements illustrated above.

BEHIND the tympanic mem- 
brane is the second part OI tne 
ear, caUed the middle ear or jV™* 
panic cavity, which is air-contain- 
mg, enabling the ear drum 
move back and forth with vibra­ 
tions of sounds. This part ii con­ 
nected to the outside world by 
means of the eustachian hibe 
which runs from the rpic*d 
to back of the nose. The middle 
ear contains three ear bones 
called the malleus or hammer, 
the incus or anvil and the stapes 
or stirrup. 
Attached to each other in that 
order they allow sound vibrations 
to carry from the outside air 
from the ear drum through the 
middle ear and into the inner 
ear. The roof of the middle ear is 
the bony floor of the brain which 


is a very thin wall, about a tenth 
of an inch thick. 
THE THIRD PART, or the in­ 
ner ear, is encased in some of the 
hardest bone in the human body 
called the otic capsule and serves 
to protect the very delicate nerve 
endings and fluids located within 
it. The stapes or the stirrup fits 
into a small opening in this bony 
capsule which houses not only 
the nerve endings for hearing, 
but also c o n t a i n s specialized 
structures which control balance. 
These structures are called the 
semicircular canals. 
As the sound vibrations are 
conducted 
through 
the 
drum 
membrane and 
ear 
bones the 
stirrup moves back and forth in 
the opening called the oval win­ 
dow. Thus tne sound from outside 


hear every day. 
HEARING LOS9 stems from 
many causes. 
Hearing loss also 
appears in many forms, any one 
of which may result from infec­ 
tions, disease or injury, individ­ 
ually or collectively. Many types 
of hearing loss can be remedied 
by medication. 
Others require 
surgical attention. 
Some persons may not benefit 
by any medical or surgical pro­ 
cedure. bul instead may be helped 
with 
other 
procedures 
which 
might include the use of a hear­ 
ing aid. The proper decision as to 
which kind of treatment is to be 
utilized depends solely on an ac­ 
curate and positive diagnosis. 
Many people think they can be 
aided by vitamins, operations on 
the nose or tonsils or ear. but 
this is not usually the case. Peo­ 
ple should not be misled by wild­ 
eyed advertising or high pressure 
salesmanship.

How to make your own

A splinter-free cutting board 
that won’t be affected by acids or 
moisture and which will wear for 
a long time may be cut any size 
from a piece of Masonite quar­

Do Illinois retailers make 
a 
profit on what they collect from 
customers for retailer’s occupa­ 
tion tax (sales tax)? 
Under Illinois law, 
retailers 
have to pay a tax to the state on 
2% of 98% of their gross sales. 
While this is a tax on the occu­ 
pation of retailer, it is included 
in the price paid by the custom­ 
ers just as all other business 
taxes must be if the business is 
to make a net profit The charge 
made to the customers in Illinois 
generally follows 
this 
pattern: 
no charge on purchases of less 
than 15c; Ic charge on purchases 
from 15c to 66c; 2c charge on 
purchases 
from 
66c 
through 
$1.24; an additional cent charge 
for each additional 50c or frac­ 
tion thereof. On a 15c purchase 
the charge of Ic amounts to 
more than 6% of the purchase 
price. 
On a 66c purchase, 
the 
tax of 2c amounts to 3% of the 
purchase price. 
Does this mean 
that Illinois retailers are making 
a tat profit as a result of 
the 
Illinois retailer’s occupation tax? 
What are the facts? 
A recent study made by 
the 
Iowa tax commission, as report­ 
ed in the April issue of 
“Tax 
Administrators News,” gives an 
authoritative 
answer 
to 
this 
question. Under the bracket sys­ 
tem now in effect for the Iowa 
sales tax, a Ic tax is collected 
on sales from Ic through 65c 
(compared to Illinois where there 
is usually no charge below 15c, 
and a 
Ic 
charge 
from 
15c 
through 65c), and a 2c tax on 
sales from 66c to $125 
(same 
as Illinois). 
It was proposed to 
change the Iowa brackets to pro­ 
vide a ic tax on sales of 24c to 
72c and a 2c tax on sales from 
73c to $1.23. The Iowa tax com­ 
mission examined sales for one 
day made by 46 retailers repre­ 
senting nine different types 
of 
businesses to determine 
their 
gain or loss under both the pres­ 
ent and the 
proposed 
bracket 
systems. 
THE SURVEY indicated that 
most Iowa retailers are now col­ 
lecting slightly more than they 
are requinkl to pay the 
state, 
but that under the proposed sys­ 
tem. retailers tax liability invar­ 
iably would exceed taxes col­ 
lected. 
The maximum loss sus­ 
tained by a retailer, a 
$2.08 
shortage by a grocery store with 
gross sales of $1,234.44, would 
increase to $2.31 under the pro­ 
posed bracket system. The maxi­ 
mum gain, $1.15 by a drug store 
with gross sales of $929.44, would 
have been a 73 cent loss if the 
proposed brackets had been 
in 
effect. 
The commission’s one day sur­ 
vey showed, under the existing 
bracket system, five retailers re­ 
ported losses, one reported col­ 
lections equal to tax 
liability; 
17 reported gains of 25 cents or 
less, eight, gains from 26 to 50 
cents; 13, gains from 50 cents to 
$1.00; and two, gains of more 
than $1.00. A special survey o‘ 
a varety store covering a two 
week period showed that 
on 
sales of $734.15, tax cbllections 
exceeded required payments 
to 
the state by $1.54. 
Under 
the 
revised brackets, payments to the 
state would have topped collec­ 
tions by $1.94. 
The above findings of the Iowa 
tax commission do not take into 
(account any increase in admin­ 
istrative cost of the retailer for 
bookkeeping and other 
paper 
work involved in collecting, fig- 
luring, reporting and paying the 
tax. 
It appears obvious from the a- 
bove that a retailer is lucky in 
I Illinois if he breaks even. True, 
a Ic charge on a 15c purchase 
is equivalent to a 6% tax. 
At 
the other end of the 
bracket, 
! however, a Ic charge on a 65c 
1 purchase, a 2c charge on a pur- 
chaseof $1.24, and a 3c charge 
on a purchase of $1.74 are equiv- 


Closet-walls

conventional door-in-a-wall clos­

William H. Kapple, research 
assistant professor of architec­ 
ture, says ordinary closets are 
too expensive, occupy more floor 
area than necessary and often 
result in inefficient use of stor­ 
age space.

kind of wood and the way it is 
cut.

clippings of Chicago newspapers 
published over 60 years ago. Ex­ 
tracts from them are being pub­ 
lished this week. 
Last week the proportions of 
the female perfect form were 
published.

Chicago newspaper describes the 
perfectly formed man as follows: 
With his face to the wall if he 
is perfectly molded and symet- 
rically made, his chest will just 
touch the wall, his nose will be 
four inches away, his thighs five 
inches, and the end of his toes 
three inches. 
A six footer who 
tips the scales at the proper fig­ 
ure. may be a perfect scarecrow 
as far as symmetrical proportions. 
His height should be 5*7” to 
6*, weight 150 to 190 pounds. 
His muscular development will 
vary according to his occupation 
and it is for that reason that we 
find so few perfectly developed 
men. 
In the mechanic who rides to 
and from his work you will find 
the muscles of the back, 
the 
chest, and the arms developed 
out of all proportions to those of 
the loins, abdomen and 
legs, 
while the man who walks a great 
deal you will find the muscles 
of the lower extremeties 
fully 
developed and those of the trunk 
and upper extremeties sadly de­ 
ficient. 
Many medical men allege that 
athletic exercises are 
atten d ^ 
by hurtful consequences and that 
the athlete is short lived. That 
is just where the medical men 
make a mistake. 
The physical

man, if he expects to obtain 
anything like perfection, must be 
developed and work is the only 
means of development known.

Dear Peg: 
As you know, last week was 
national mental health week. It 
was also the week 
that 
our 
community chose to launch its 
fund raising campaign for our 
new mental health clinic. 
Al­ 
though the clinic is less than a 
year old, there already is 
a 
great need for more space and 
a larger staff to handle the many 
patients and the application from 
people seeking interviews 
and 
treatm ent 
The clinic is well staffed by 
three psychiatrists and a psy­ 
chologist—all giving part time 
service, a psychiatric social work­ 
er and clinic secretary—working 
full time, and it accepts, for in­ 
terviews, diagnosis 
and 
short 
term treatm ent patients 
from 
five other surrounding suburbs. 
A sliding scale of fees 
has 
been established based on 
ac­ 
cepted practices 
among 
other 
clinics and on the recommenda­ 
tion of local physicians. 
How­ 
ever the maximum fee is well 
below the charges in 
private 
practice. 
Where the income of 
a patient warrants, he is referred 
to private psychiatrists. 
WHEN KATHLEEN asked me 
to help solicit contributions for 
the clinic my first 
inclination 
was to say, “Oh no, I haven’t 
the time” (a stock reply used 
by most of us at one time or 
another to avoid doing 
some­ 
thing that takes effort and isn’t 
much fun!) 
However, when I 
considered the fact that in the 
three years we have lived here 
I have devoted very little time 
to community projects, I decid­ 
ed that the one hour I would 
give each day helping to raise 
money for so worthy a service 
could not be spent more profit­ 
ably. Consequently, I agreed to 
help. 
Between 9:30 and 10:30 a. rn. 
Monday through Friday Megan 
(well fortified with a package of 
life-savers and a few books) and 
I were driving around town call­ 
ing on the prospective contribu­ 
tors whose names and addresses 
were given to me. The job was 
a pleasant one since a letter of 
“appeal” preceded my visit and 
I was expected to call. In almost 
all the cases I was well received 
and given a substantial contribu­ 
tion! 


You know, Peg, by the time 
my job was finished I felt “men­ 
tally healthier” myself; further­ 
more I believe 
many 
of 
us 
would, if we gave some of our 
time and energy to worthwhile 
community activity. We all have 
a basic need to help others and 
that doesn’t 
mean 
just 
our 
friends and acquaintances. Also, 
we housewives and mothers want 
first of all to be good parents 


and homemakers—to be so we 
must be well rounded individ­ 
uals—mentally healthy individ­ 
uals—maintaining an alert inter­ 
est and willingness to help and 
improve the community in which 
we live. 
“Mentally healthy people are: 
good friends, good workers, good 
mates, good parents and good 
citizens.”

On May 21, 1927, a tiny mov­ 
ing speck appeared in the air, 
far in the distance, and grew 
rapidly as it neared Paris. Thou­ 
sands of Deople had gathered 
at the airport to witness its com­ 
ing. 
A small, 
open 
cockpit 
plane dropped down out of the 
sky, and rolled to a stop on the 
crowded runway. 
Thousands cheered as Charles 
Lindberg, quiet, retiring, almost 
unbelievably 
modest, 
stepped 
from the plane. 
He had com­ 
pleted the world’s first non-stop 
New York to Paris flight! 
Lindberg was cheered, hon­ 
ored throughout the world for 
his cool courage and great brav­ 
ery. 
Streets and 
cities 
were 
named 
after 
him, 
countless 
speeches and sermons based up­ 
on the magnitude of his achieve­ 
ment; millions of words printed 
about him. 
Yet Lindberg 
re­ 
mained the quiet, unpretending, 
modest person he had 
always 
been. 
Lindberg is a hero; but even 
more, he is one of those 
well 
balanced persons who can see 
themselves 
objectively. 
Other 
men, he probably told himself, 
have done as wonderful, or more 
wonderful things than he. 
He 
had been given an important job, 
it was true, and had accomplish­ 
ed it well. 
Realizing that 
the 
world was anxious to hear his 
story, he told it with no feeling 
of bravado or show, but out of 
respect for people and their in­ 
terest in him. 
Such poise, such 
perfect self control and evalua­ 
tion, was the result of his perfect

this column suffered the loss of 
a real pal, a staunch and trusted 
friend of many years’ standing, 
the sort of a friend who was a1-, 
ways there when 
you 
needed 
him, a friend who was with you 
through fair weather and foul. 
Morris was a quiet 
sort 
of 
chap; he never had much to say, 
but when he did, his remarks 
were brief and to the point. He 
was one of those big, quiet, sub­ 
stantial fellows who could make 
a person feel cool and collected 
by just being around with him, 
even if few words were spoken. 
He was the sort of fellow al­ 
ways ready and willing to help 
out in any emergency. 
He’d fix 
a balky radio; if the plumbing 
sprung a leak late at nigfit and 
had you “up in the air,” a hur­ 
ried call to Morris would bring 
him and his tools and in 
no 
time the trouble would be reme­ 
died. As we look back over the 
long years of friendship 
with 
Morris and think of the many 
countless 
incidents 
of 
that 
friendship, it seems almost im­ 
possible to realize 
that 
those 
days are over. 
We go back in memory over 
the many pleasant 
times 
we 
spent t aether, and certain inci­ 
dents stand out as if they had 
happened 
just 
yesterday, 
al­ 
though many of them took place 
long years ago. 
Like the Sat­ 
urday afternoon which we 
al­ 
ways laughed about when Mor­ 
ris, George Butler and ourselves 
went to see 
a 
Chicago-North- 
western football game at Stagg 
field. 
We rode on the top deck 
of one of those old time busses 
and 
it 
was 
chilly. 
George 
wouldn’t button up his overcoat 
or turn up his collar, so he sat 
there and 
shivered 
and 
we 
laughed at his frostv expression. 
TTien there was the day that 
we sat in the teeth of a raging 
snow storm to see a 
Chicago- 
Wisconsin game and got so chill­ 
ed that we rushed for the first 
hot dog vender when we left 
the field and got a couple 
of 
tough cold hot dogs that we 
couldn’t eat, so we made for the 
first restaurant we could find to 
get some hot coffee and food. 
Then one Saturday afternoon 
we went to see one of 
those 
historic 
Notre 
Dame-Southern 
California 
games 
at 
Soldiers 
Field and our seats were way 
up on top at the north end of 
the field. 
Friends who had seats near 
the center of the field laughed 
at us with our crow’s nest seats 
atop the rim of the stadium, but 
as it happened all of the impor­ 
tant play was right down in 
front of us where we had 
a 
clear view of it and all that the 
lads on the 45 and 50 yard line 
got to see was the backs of the 
players and a sailing point once 
in a while. 
Another evening that 
lived 
vividly in our memory was that 
September night when we saw 
the 
famous 
Dempsey-Tunney 
prize fight at Soldiers’ Field, the 
fight of 
the 
so-called 
“long 
count” before the largest fight 


crowd in history. 
And walking back downtown, 
we got about half way to the 
loop when a dudish fellow in a 
loud suit and swinging a cane 
suddenly ejaculated, “Well, who 
did win that fight anyway?” He 
had been to the fight, he could 
tell his friends back home that 
much, but he was half way back 
to the loop before he knew who 
won it. 
Morris was alway* 
a 
great 
baseball fan and for years was, 
with a group of friends, a regu­ 
lar attendant at Red Wing games 
in Arlington Heights. 
He also liked big league ball, 
and 
one 
of 
the 
outstanding 
games we saw together was the 
historic world series game where 
old Howard Ehmke slow-balled 
the Cubs to death and blasted 
their dreams of a world’* cham­ 
pionship. 
Not only did we at­ 
tend many 
interesting 
sports 
events with Morris, but we will 
always remember the many fine 
trips with him and the family, 
local trips, and trips to the*- old 
home in southern Illinois. 
On these trips many interest­ 
ing and funny things happened 
which we all often recalled, like 
Ole time Morris and I came rac­ 
ing down an Ozark mountainside 
to avoid a blast that a couple of 
local jokers had warned us a- 
bcut 
The blast took place all right, 
but it was harmless and our 
mad dash down the mountain­ 
side was useless, much to the 
amusement of the rest of the 
party. 
Then on the drive back, 
the flooded roads, the slippery 
hillsides, and Morris* dry 
re­ 
mark as the rain poured down 
and the lightning lit up 
the 
nearby hills, “Funny how quiet 
the back seat drivers have be­ 
come all of a sudden.” They were 
just wondering which “branch” 
we were going to be plunged 
into. 
Yes, as our mind goes back 
over the years of our long friend­ 
ship with Morris—those sports 
events, those 
fine 
trips, 
the 
many happy hours spent at his 
home, those desperate pinochle 
battles with friends, the 
cro­ 
quet games on the back lawn; 
and the realization comes that 
those days are ended forever— 
there comes a feeling of tre­ 
mendous loss and 
utter 
sad­ 
ness. 
And as we write, we hear a 
fellow lodge brother of Morris 
say to one of our business men, 
“There never was a finer fellow 
than Morris.” And that sincere, 
simple tribute explains the place 
that Morris held in the life of 
his friends. We are supposed to 
have to column to 
write, 
we 
have a notebook full of notes for 
material for that column, 
the 
deadline is near, but we are in 
no mood nor have we any spirit 
for writing. 
Something is missing, 
some­ 
thing vital has been taken out 
of our life—deadlines be hanged; 
for this week, this column shall 
be one item, only a feeble 
at­ 
tempt to pay tribute to one of 
the grandest, most loyal friends 
a fellow ever had—A real pal is 
gone.

In an effort to keep water

they live. 
Meyer asked all those living 
south of Thacker street 
limit 
their sprinkling to even number­ 
ed days between the hours of 7 
P* rn. and 6 a. rn.

north of Thacker s t are urged 
to sprinkle only during the same 
hours on odd numbered days of 
the month. 


It is with the greatest of re­ 
luctance that we write this let­ 
ter. 
Years ago we had a mot­ 
to in this community, “The City 
of Friendly Neighbors.” Maybe 
we are rather proud of Arl­ 
ington Heights, but I really be­ 
lieve that this motto still is 
true, only not shown in one 
particular instance as well as it 
should be. 
Our 
city fathers, in cooper­ 
ation 
with our police depart­ 
ment years ago, set a speed lim­ 
it of 20 miles per hour on our 
residential streets. ’The reason 
for this then was very plain. 
First of all, we wanted to have 
a safe place to live. 
Second, 
our streets 
were and most of 
them 
still are very 
narrow. 
Third, we had only a very few 
policemen and qpe Ford squad 
car to enforce our traffic safety 
program. 
In a few years^ we have al­ 
most doubled our population. We 
have a very nice shopping dis­ 
trict. We have excellent schools, 
a number of good churches, a 
new library, and a swell recrea­ 
tion park. Most of the commut­ 
ers travel to and from the train 
by auto. 
We all drive a lot in 
town and travel too fast 
Please folks, let’s 
cooperate 
with 
our 
police 
departm ent 
slow down, stop at stop signs, 
give the children and pedestrians 
a break. 
We do not live in 
Chicago and we do not have to 
drive like they do there. 
Maybe the police department 
should stop being kind to us and 
start publicly stating names and 
amounts of fines for punishment 
given to residents who will not 
abide by the laws of this village. 
Must we also remind residents 
of Arlington Heights that have 
posted 20 mile an hour signs and 
obey them in their areas that 
even though other areas are not 
posted, the same rule applies. 
We have 
children playing in 
these areas that mean as much 
to us, as your children do to 
you. 
Please slow down, and obey 
stop signs.

The second lap of our tour into 
the 
southwest 
last 
summer 
brought us into the mountains. 
After spending the night at Dal­ 
hart in the Texas Panhandle, we 
headed northwest toward Raton. 
As soon as 
we crossed the 
Texas-New Mexican line every­ 
thing seemed 
to change. The 
time changed to Mountain Time 
and almost immediately we be­ 
gan to see mountains. The early 
morning 
air 
was 
cool and 
sparkled like a polished window 
pane. 
Along the roadside we 
saw 
long-legged 
Burrowing 
Owls 
which nest in Prairie Dog dens. 
A flock of four long-billed Cur­ 
lews flew up and around with 
their cinnamon-colored wing lin­ 
ings flashing in the sun. These 
birds are about duck-size with 
downcurved bills almost seven 
inches long. 
We frightened 
a 
Golden Eagle from its perch on 
a telephone pole and 
watched 
him fly and sail away. Later we 
saw several Magpies, those fan­ 
cy cousins of the crow, brilliant­ 
ly marked with black and whita 
and with a tail as long as a cock 
pheasant’s. 
THE FIEST NAMED peak we 
came to was Rabbit Ear moun­ 
tain. 
In this neighborhood we 
saw the long-legged, black ear- 
tipped jack rabbit We were for­ 
tunate to spot an antelope stand­ 
ing off in a field among 
the 
rocks and watching us curiously. 
Although it was quite a way* off 
we all got a good look at 
it 
through our binoculars. 
After leaving Raton we cut off 
in a southwesterly direction to­ 
ward Taos over Eagle Nest pass. 
On our climb to tnt 
pass 
we 
drove 
alongside 
a 
tumbling 
stream in which fishermen were 
whipping for trout. 
A flock of 
Pinon Jays, grey-green and with­ 
out crests, flew across our road 
uttering mewing crow-like calls. 
On this road we saw our first 
Mountain Bluebird, violet 
Swallows and red-shafted Flic 
era whose wing linings are red 
instead of yellow. 
WE PAUSED in Taos strictly 
as tourists. 
We gaped at the 
Indians, artists, and Spanish-Am- 
ericant and adobe structures. We 
visited the shops and 
bought 
souvenirs. 
Our next stop was 
Sante Fe which appeared to us 
much like Taoe only bigger. 
We camped for several days at 
the Hyde State Park northeast 
of Santa Fe at an elevation of a- 
bout 8700 feet Here in the Yel­ 
low Pine belt it was hot du-ing 
the day but cool at night-—down 
to 37 degrees once. 
This was our first chance to 
really see the mountain birds: 
the noisy Stellar a Jay with its 
black body and crest and bright 
blue wings, tail, flank and fore­ 
head; th® Western Tanager look­ 
ing like a large Goldfinch with 
a strawberry-red face; the Will­ 
iamson and Red-naped Sapsuck­ 
ers. 
The boys and I drove to 
timberline and taw, besides 
a 
Townsend Solitaire and a Ruby- 
crowned Kinglet, a large flock of 
Clarks Nutcrackers. These birds 
are built like small crows with 
grey bodies 
and 
conspicuous 
whita patches on their wings and 
tails. We counted about fifty of 
them as they flew across the 
peak to settle in the tops of the 
Englemann Spruce. At night we 
were entertained by the calling 
of Ult Poor-wili and the two- 
note hoot of the 
Flammulated 
Screech Owl. 
THIS STOPOVER at 
Hyde 
Park gave Cornelia and the kids 
a needed break. Cornelia had a 
chance to catch up on her classi­ 
fying and note-making. 
As we 
travelled she was kept as busy 
as a secretary with two bosses. 
She had reading glasses, 
sun­ 
glasses and binoculars to inter­ 
change depending upon whether 
she was looking at birds, scenery 
or books. 
She had road maps, 
bird guides and flower guides to 
refer to; bird lists, flower lists, 
and photograph notebook and al­ 
so a general notebook to keep 
up-to-date. 
We stopped to take 
photographs, look at birds, pluck 
flower specimens which she put 
in a press, and at times to make 
up a snack to eat. She was kept 
hopping and was glad for the 
chance to slow down. 
The kids too were glad to es-

new markets as 


feed and sugar 


Extra-sweet forage 
sorghums 
now being developed will find 
new markets as dehydrated live­ 
stock feed and table sugar, pre­ 
dicts Capper’s Farmer. 
A sorghum with 
extra-high 
sucrose content is needed for the 
feed concentrate as well as the 
sugar making, points out the na­ 
tionally-circulated 
farm 
maga­ 
zine. 
That’s why Sorghums In­ 
corporated. an independent re­ 
search organization in Kansas, is 
searching for sweeter varieties 
and strains. 
Sugar Sweet, a sorghum O. F. 
Snyder developed at the experi­ 
mental plots, tests up to 49 per 
cent sucrose content. 
He found 
selections of 
Kansas 
Colliers, 
Rox Orange and Kansas Soilless 
that contain 30 to 40 per cent 
white sugar. 
THE NEW FEEDING method 
may provide off-season work for 
alfalfa dehydrating plants. Some 
feed companies already have a 
forage concentrate on the mar­ 
ket. The sugar processing could 
provide work for beet factories 
in slack seasons. 
Successful methods of making 
white crystalline 
sugars 
have 
been developed. First, the acon­ 
itic acid is taken out. Then sug­ 
ar is diffused from the starch. 
The starch and acid will be val­ 
uable by-products of the process. 
Future of the sugar industry 
depends on the economic picture. 
Snyder says we need to find out 
whether it will be more practic­ 
al to ship a raw product out or 
locate sugar factories near each 
growing area. Another considera­ 
tion is the price spread between 
sugar and beef. 
At present, it 
appears more profitable to feed 
high-sucrose forage 
to 
cattle 
than to process it for sugar. 
SNYDER IS ALSO 
looking 
for best ways to utilize the high- 
class fodder. The dehydration 
fixes the sugar in 
forage 
so 
there is no feed-value loss dur­ 
ing long storage periods. 
The 
feed is dried, then pressed into 
a pellet form. 
The pellets re­ 
tain a high percentage of caro­ 
tene, source of vitamin A. and 
protein content is around 5 per 
cent. 
A saving of feed value, 
no wastage, ease of handling and 
long-time storage are main rea­ 
sons feeders like 
the 
forage 
pellets. 
The feed 
boosts 
calf 
gains by Vs pound daily and al­ 
lows heavy grazing of 
wheat 
pasture. 
A sheep producer fed 
the pellets to lambs on wheat 
last winter and got a 50 per 
cent increase in daily gam.

Rural Life Sunday will be ob­

In early Egypt the cere­ 
mony of blessing the land and 
the seed at the time of planting 
was widely observed. 
4-H club members are 
en­ 
couraged to attend the church 
of their choice on 4-H club Sun­ 
day. 
Such special observance 
recognizes and emphasizes the 
spiritual values and character- 
building qualities of 4-H club 
work.

Before the plants are up, don’t ; 
water unless the seedbed abso­ 
lutely needs it 
Then frequent 
light waterings are better than 
a heavy watering which packs 
the soil and makes it hard for 
seedlings to break through. 
After the plants are well start-! 
ed, a good rule is to water the I 
garden only when plants 
th a t1 
wilt a little during the day do j 
not revive completely overnight. I 
Then apply at least Vi inch of I 
water. 
After watering, cultivate 
the 
soil as soon as it is dry enough 
to work. This helps to conserve 
moisture and prevent weeds from 
starting.

Adviser urges 


folks to fill out 


hay questionnaire 


Farm adviser Carl F. Mees is 
making a special appeal to Cook 
county farmers to fill out a hay 
and pasture questionnaire if they 
received one in early May. 
“It’s important to fill out the 
survey,’* the adviser emphasizes, 
“because the facts learned from 
the survey can be used by the 
college of agriculture staff in 
planning the best ways to help 
farm folks grow and feed more 
legume-grass crops more profit­ 
ably. 
Actually, farm folks will 
benefit most from the survey.** 
Mees explains a questionnaire 
was sent to every eighth farmer 
in each county in early 
May. 
That means about 200 farmers in 
Cook county received one. The 
nine questions were aimed 
at 
learning what progress has been 
made in pasture improvement 
in Illinois and how widely leg­ 
umes and grasses are being used 
for hay, pasture, silage, seed and 
green manure. 
This 
informa­ 
tion has never been gathered on 
Illinois farms before. 
The survey is a joint project of 
the federal-state crop reporting 
service and 
the 
legume-grass 
committee of the University 
of 
Illinois College of Agriculture. 
“OF COURSE, we’re all busy 
with farm work now,’* says the 
adviser,* but the questionnaire is 
easy to answer—if you read each 
question and each explanation 
before starting to fill it out.
